Hinoug my associates that all our ideas and 
expressions of numerals I -y the decimal 
Kysttm came from the primitive use of th'e 
fingers of the two bauds for the purpose of 
indicating numbers. 
All savage tribes, when 


discovered, used them. 'Iho NavajoIndians 
nnd other tribes in Arizona, particularly the 
Moquis and Zuiiia, aiid the Pueblos, sup- 
posed descendants of the Aztec?, or related 
people, use a well-developed decimal sjatim. 
Tho Nnvajos are able to enumerate larg» 
numbers, many thousands, and tu eipreas 
them by the fingers and hands, in connec- 
tion with a fc-w words. There, RH I am iin. 
formed by one %vho recently studied them 
intelligently, one may daily observe all the 
rudimeulK of decimal enumeration, and see 
plainly thti origin of it from the ten points 
of the two hands 
So the system doubtless 


originated independently among separate 
peoples. 


And is it not equally probable that the 


first written expression of the nurtierals 
copied rudely after the fingers and hands hi 
the characters used '! So it must have been 
in the system of Itomau numerals. The one, 
two, three, and four I's represent as many 
fingprs ; the V represents the full-spread 
hand ; thoX two such hands. 
So one can 


observe, but not so clearly, an evidence of a 
similar origin for the character of the Arabic 
numerals. The character for I is clearly one 
finger. 
Hold throe fingers of your right 


hand before you, slightly opened and point- 
ing to the left ; they indicate the origin of 
tho numeral:). 
Tho 4 is a combination of 


four ones or four lines. If tho race which 
originally used tho Arabic numerals had left 
manuscripts containing figures of, a very 
early date, we should doubtless be able to 
trace tho idea throughout; 
but, as your ar- 


ticle stated, more conventionality, ta«te, or 
caprice, has vastly modified 
the earlies- 


knowu forms of somo of tho characters. We 
believe, however, that the decimal idea, and 
the earliest characters used in writing to ex- 
press the digits, were derived from tho fin- 
gers and hands.
